"PROGRESSIVE'S" OPEN LETTER TO THE 

CIVIC ASSOCIATION IS ANSWERED 



Appeared in Last Week's Issue 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Your open letter in last week's issue 
in regard to the much needed station 
and postoffice, addressed to th.e Nar- 
berth Civic Association and the citi- 
zens of Narherth, voiced a sentiment 
which has been uppermost in the 
minds of the citizens of Xarberth for 
a long time. W* have dreamed of a 
new station, wished for a new station, 
talked about a new station and at 
times have almost convinced our- 
selves we were going to get a new 
•station. The same is true as to a new 
postofftce. Incidentally, in connec- 
tion with these two improvements and 
as a logical part of them, is the ques- 
tion of tunneling the railroad at Essex 
avenue, so as to provide a more con- 
venient means for passing from one 
-side of the railroad to the other. 
These three improvements ar e part of 
.th,e general scheme of station improve- 
ment and could no doubt be carried 
out most economically if done at the 
same time. 

Apropos of the whole subject, I am 
reminded of a statement made by 
"Girard" in the Public Ledger under 
<late of January 27, 1917, in which he 
refers to the fact that Merion is to 
have a new station and postoinee, and 
to the further fact that the Merion 
Civic Association spent, in addition to 
the sum spent by the local authorities, 
the sum of $30,000 in land improve- 
ments in various parts of that com- 
munity, and thereby earned the im- 
provement which has been promised 
by ihe Pennsylvania Railroad. Ac- 
cording to Mr, Girard, when objection 
-Was made, by the railroad officials 
that if a new station were provided 
for MeTiori, other main line towns 
would be justly entitled to the same 
Improvement, was the answer given 
by the Merion Civic Association, 
"Have they done what we have done? 
When they do, you may give them a 
new station." 

Mr. Editor, if the work done by the 
Merion Civic Association be accepted 
•as a standard of accomplishment 
meriting the bestowal of favors by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, then I think it 
can be demonstrated that we are en- 
titled to a new station and postoflice. 
The Narberth Civic Association has 
recently expended in one section of 
Xarberth aloma, nearly -$33,000 to im- 
prove a piece of property which has 
heretofore been looked upon prac- 
tically as waste land. This improve- 
ment has opened up a beautiful resi- 
dential section which has already re- 
sulted in the erection of five homes 
worth over $8000 to $10,000 each, and 
plans for other houses under way. In 
all, there are forty-three such build- 
ing sites. If these average the same 
in value as those already built, and 
there is every reason to believe they 
Avill because of the building and im- 
provement restrictions on the proper- 
ty, the total valuation of realty in the

To the Editor of Our Town: . 

In last week's issue ot Our Town 
there was a good appeal for an all- 
together effort to get a new station 
lor Narberth. 

Your appeal made mention oi 
Mer ion's successful contest for a new 
station, using as a basis for facts the 
news articles printed in the Xorth 
American or in the Ledger and in 
Girard's write-up in the Morning 
Ledger, which, among other items, 
mentioned that one of the reasons 
favorably influencing the P. It. It. to 
grant a new station to Merion was the 
expenditure of $30,000 for public im- 
provements by the civic-minded citi- 
zens of Merion. 

These newspaper articles also de- 
tailed how much more progressive was 
Merion than all her neighboring, com- 
munities. We of Xarberth will admit 
that Merion has put it over on us in 
this matter of station publicity— they 
put across their announcement llrst; 
but, really, we can't think for a min- 
ute that she actually will get her sta- 
tion before we get ours. j 

Plans for Xarherth's new station | 
(so we have been advised by those 
in close touch in the councils of Presi- ; 
dent Rea) have been completed for | 
long. Further, we are advised, these ! 
plans include a comprehensive im- 
provement, such as a .tunnel to con- 
nect Essex avenue (north and south) 
and an approach on the south side, 
with the possible removal of the 
freight station. 

And why not? Also, why shouldn't 
Narberth get its improvement first? 
It has patiently endured a territorial 
division for over twenty years (the 
P. R. R. in the meantime has been 
accumulating interest on this Essex 
avenue tunnel fund.) It has more 
regular commuters than any other 
borough along the Main Line— AND— ! 
when it comes to spending money in 
a public-spirited way, Merion can 
show nothing to surpass the cost of 
the Xarbrook sub-division improve- 
ment. In this community enterprise; 
the original investment was $56,000 
and there has been over $35,000 spent 
since. 

According to figure-facts, Xarberth 
should have a station twice as good as 
that for Merion and should get it 
twice as fast. (P. It. It. agents please 
consider this.) No, neighbors, we're 
not jealous! We want you to have a 
station just as good as ours — perhaps . 
you deserve one of a little better de- 
sign— but. knowing Brother Edward [ 
Bok and his influence with the powers 
behind the Ledgers and Girard, and ! 
also knowing Brother Van Va Ik en burg 
and his influence on the North Ameri- 
can, we are inclined to believe that : 
the press agent for the Merion Civic ; 
Association has got just a little better 
chance to put across anv story he

Assemblyman Stites and 
Rev. N. Francis Berger 
Address Suffragists 

Because the world to-day is realiz- 
ing more and more that human rights 
are superior to material things, great 
strides are being made in the growth 
oL* the woman suffrage movement. The 
whole earth is neighborhood to-day; 
people all over the world are thinking 
die same thing; humanity is above the 
dollar. Such was the opinion voiced 
by Hon. Fletcher \\\ Stites in an ad- 
dress before the Woman Suffrage 
party of Lower Merion township at its 
annual convention held February 7 
at Community Center, Bryn Mawr. 
The influence of women, he said, is 
needed in civics to-day because of 
their great feelings of mercy and be- 
cause of their interest in improving 
and preventing bad conditions which 
should never have existed. Woman 
suffrage will bring about a more care- 
ful administration of justice because 
women are more given to attention 
to detail than are men. The speaker 
told of a man who had served a twen- 
ty years' term in prison for stealing a 
horse, and remarked "In present-day 
slang, that was certainly 'some 
horse'." The help given by women 
to-day in Belgian relief work is, in 
Hon. Stites* opinion, the best eviaence 
that woman's help will be valuable in 
civic affairs. 

The Rev. N. Francis Berger spoke 
most emphatically of the benefits to 
be derived from woman suffrage, and 
stated that the greatest good will be 
achieved when men and women shall 
work together for the good of human- 
ity, as co-partners and co-equals, 
without any distinction of sex. 

Previous to the addresses a business 
meeting was held, and officers for the 
ensuing year were elected. Mrs. James 
I). Winsor, of Haver ford, was unani- 
mously re-elected leader; Mrs. J. E. 
Spurr, of Narberth. first vice-leader; 
Mrs. S, I. Merril. of Cynwyd, second 
vice-leader; Miss Kllcn Winsor, secre- 
tary, and Mrs. J. A. La fore, treasurer.

WHAT MERIOIS HAS ROXE 



From Philadelphia Ledger: 

Men of Merion certainly know how 
to do things, and one has to hand the 
palm to them. 

Here for years all the larger com- 
munities on the Main i^ine, like Over- 
brook, Narberth, Ardmore and Haver- 
lord, have been after the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to build new stations. They 
didn't seem to get very far. 

Now up steps little Merion and gets 
the railroad to build a new seventeen 
thousand dollar station there and a 
postoffice in the bargain. 

"How in the world did Merion get 
it over?" asked an astonished com- 
muter from Bryn Mawr. 

Simple enough, my friends, when 
you know the facts. These men of 
Merion first did things themselves. 
They dipped into their own pockets 
for $30,000 in three years for roads, 
lights, road repairs, trees and all 
sorts of improvements. That was all 
in addition to the regular taxes. 

Well, they made Merion look so 
fine that the railroad station by com- 
parison grew shabbier and shabnier. I 
fancy it made a Pennsy official wince 
every time he saw it. 

Having pulled $30,000 out of their 
own pockets, these Merion men went 
to the railroad officials and said: 
"There, see what we have done? Now 
what are you going to do? Can you 
afford to lag behind when the com- 
munity is going, ahead?" 

The railroad apparently couldn't af- 
ford to have the dowdiest exhibit at 
Merion, but the officials inquired: "If 
we give you a new station at Merion, 
how about Overbrook and the rest of 
your neighbors on the Main Line?" 

To which Edward Bok and his 
Merion Civic Association replied: 

"Have they done what we have 
done? When they do, you may give 
them a station." 

And that's the way Merion got its 
new station and post-office— by doing 
things itself. God helps him who 
helps himself, and President Rea's 
railroad appears to follow that ex- 
ample. 

It is a good one to go on for any 
town— do things before you expect 
others to do for you. The Merion 
Civic Association's motto puts it ad- 
mirably: 

"To be Nationally right and State 
right we must first be community 
right."

I Borough of Narberth will have in- 
! creased by nearly $400,000 as the di- 
; rect result of this little journey of 
| the Narberth Civic Association in the 
realm of civic improvements. In ad- 
dition to this, the borough has receiv- 
ed a donation of several acres of im- 
proved park land, on which the, as 
above named, amount of nearly $33,000 
has been expended, and which goes to 
the borough without a cent of cost, 
with the exception of the re-payment 
for the cost of construction of the 
sewer amounting to $4550. Most of 
the above total expenditure was i"or 
the building of roads which, in the 
course of ordinary style of develop- 
ment, would have come out of the tax- 
payers of Narberth. All of this work 
was planned during the first year ot 
the existence of the Narberth Civic 
Association, and is now substantially 
carried to completion. 

The above is only one of the pro- 
jects which the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation has carried through for the 
benefit of the community. The asso- 
ciation has in fact put Narberth on 
the map to stay. The important point 
to bear in mind is that all this me3m 
additional population and a proportion- 
ate increase in the revenues which the 
railroad receives from Narberth. 

Now Mr. Editor, had I the oppor- 
tunity I would say to the railroad 
officials, iji answer to Mr. Bok's ques- 
tion, that Narberth has done as much 
as Merion in helping itself and is just 
as much entitled to new improve- 
ments as Merion. The Narberth Civic 
Association, which is made up of ihc- 
people of Narberth, has proven to the 
home seekers that this town possesses 
all the qualities which go to make up 
an ideal home community. True we 
have not the numerous large and 
wealthy estates which are found in 
Merion, and which add so much to 
the beauty and prestige of that com- 
munity. But Narberth is a town of 
homes nevertheless and -what Nar- 
berth has done represents the expendi- 
ture of considerable energy and labor 
on the part of many of her citizens, 
more in fact than was required of the 
residents of Merion to accomplish 
what they have done, because the 
greater wealth of their residents 
makes the carrying through of such 
projects an easier task. 

We congratulate Merion on having 
secured the promise of a new station 
at an early date. But have we *:o: 
shown by our deeds that we are en- 
titled to the same consideration as 
Merion from our railroad, whostTaim 
is to furnish the acme of efficiency and 
service in the transportation of its 
passengers?
